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THE BULLISH COURSE OF REFINED 
GLYCERIN. 


As a rule, the refined glycerin mar- 
kets lapse into a state of dullest rou- 
tine at this season with any price de- 
velopments of a disparaging character, 
but the late market developments have 
compriseq one of the most vital fea- 
tures of the general drug market, with 
sharp advances in values, establishing 


high records for nearly a year. The 
dynamite variety has been the domi- 
nant factor, and the movement in C. 


P. has been almost entirely of a sym- 
pathetic character, for left to its own 
recourse the higher grade could find 
no other pretext for higher prices than 
the English embargo on crude glycerin 
shipments and it is questionable 
whether this ‘condition would prove of 
material significance against the 
seasonal shrinkage in P. consump- 
tion.

Its ready availability for war 
munitions is the sum and substance of 
the situation. Heavy of dyna- 
mite glycerin have made within 
the last couple of weeks for Canada, 
and an overwhelming proportion of 
these requirements is presumably for 
manufacture into the English explcsive 
cordite in which the glycerin content is 
placeg at about 30 per cent. Within the

last few days there have been in- 
quiries in the local market for dyna- 
mite glycerin for Italy and Portugal, 


but the extent of actual sales for these 
countries was not determined. The 
dynamite variety runs to about 98 per 
cent. glycerin, while C. P. averages 95 
to 95% per cent. Its practically anhy- 
drous character puts a premium on 
dynamite glycerin for war 
in which field C. P. could hope to play 
little part, unless at a range of prices 
that might warrant its treatment for 


purposes, 


the elimination of the excess water. 
This market relationship has never 
been known to exist. On the present 


basis of prices C. P. and dynamite are 
in normal relationship, the former com- 
manding one cent premium over the 
latter. There have been occasions 
when a comparatively low market for 
dynamite has encouraged purchases for 
conversion into C. P., a comparatively 
simple process of carrying the refine- 
ment to a finer degree, but a reversal 
of the treatment is not within the range 
of practicability. 

A few carloads of dynamite glycerin 
ure reported available at 23c. although 
some holders ask to The low level 
of.the market so far this year was 17c. 
in April. In the rampant trend of the 


25c. 


market last September sales were ef- 
fected at 25c., which is believed to be 


a high record. Current prices for C. P. 
glycerin are 24@24%c. in bulk, com- 
paring with 19c. as the low point so 
far this year. For a brief period last 
September a 27c. market prevailed.

PETROLEUM’S RECOVERING TREND 


The week’s devolpments in the crude 
petroleum situation have marked more 
assuring that the industry 
has set its pace for definite rehabilita- 
tion of its fortunes. The Pennsylvania 
oils have responded most effectively to 
the reactionary forces and may be re- 
garded again established in their 
prestige as the barometer of the crude 
market. There is an interesting coin- 
cidence in the fact that the position of 
the first grade Pennsylvania during the 
current week and the corresponding 
week last year has been one of com- 
plete reversal, the late change signi- 
fying an advance from $1.45 to $1.55, 
while the change a year ago marked a 
decline from $1.55 to $1.45. The mid- 
continent product, the turn in which 
has been the real signal for the gen- 
eral improvement in crude values, has 
maintained its hopeful course with a 
premium of five cents to sixty-five cents 
last Thursday. The ‘Ohio and Ken- 
tucky oils have also shared in the 
week’s market favors. 

Operators in the high-grade Eastern 
fields are finding particular gratifica- 
tion in the recent history of the Cush- 
ing field, not only for the conviction 
that its production is on a permanent 
decline, but also for the report of de- 
terioration in the oil’s quality. Cushing 
oil has been an aggressive and success- 
ful competitor during the last year with 
the Pennsylvania grades, which for 
more than half a century have held 
the mastery of high-grade production. 
Their output has been hopelessly out- 
classed as to volume by the Cushing 
yield, and the distinctive character of 
the latter oil, being exceptionally rich 
in its kerosene and gasoline content, 
has opened wide the various pipe lines 
for its consumption in the mid-West- 
ern and Eastern refineries.

John Samuel Eakins. 

John Samuel Eakins, well known as a 
manufacturer of colors, died on August 
16 at his home at 1306 Albemarle road, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Death was caused by a 
complication of diseases from which he 
had been suffering for more than a year.

Society of Chemical Industry Re- 
classifying Its Members. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


London, Aug. 4, 1915 


The many members of the Society of 
Chemical Industry in America will be in 
terested in an important new classifica- 
tion of the members which is now being 
undertaken. Recently a deputation from 
the council placed at the disposal of the 
British Minister of Munitions the services 
of the society in any direction in which 
its organization might be usefully em- 
ployed in providing the chemical industry 
of the country during the war. Dr. Addi- 
son, on behalf of the department, indi- 
cated that he would gladly avail himself 
of the assistance as the occasion arises 
but in the meantime suggested it would 
be of assistance to him to know whether 
the present organization of the society is 
such as would enable it: 

(a) to furnish at short notice, at request, 
a reliable and complete statement as to the 
possible sources of supply of particular 
chemical products; 

(b) to keep the government informed from 
the manufacturers’ point of view of difficul- 
ties arising from time to time as respects 
labor, materials, transport and so forth 
which may be interfering seriously with the 
output of essential chemical products, 

The council of the society, recognizing 
that the present classification is not pre- 
cise enough for the purposes of the gov- 
ernment, undertook to make-it more per- 
fect, and have accordingly asked each 
member to set forth on a card supplied 
his profession, present occupation, and 
the directions in which he specializes. He 
is requested to indicate by means of 
numerals and _ letters the particular 
branch of chemical knowledge with which 
he is most intimate, and also whether he 
1s an agent, merchant, consultant, 
analyst, chemical engineer, mechanical 
engineer, manufacturer, government or 
other official, professor or teacher, work's 
chemist, or manager, and any other pro- 
fession or occupation. 

Although the immediate object of the 
canvass is the assistance of the govern- 
ment through British members, it may 
also serve a long-felt want of a_ better 
classification of the society’s membership 
in general. 








Alleged Breach of Contract for Acids 
Basis of Federal Suit. 


Suit has been instituted in the Federal 
District Court at New York by the Nitro 
Powder Company, having its main offices 
at Kingston, N. Y., and a plant for man- 
ufacturing explosives at Esopus, against 
the Buiterworth-Judson Company, manu- 
facturing acids and chemicals, of New- 
ark, N. J., alleging default in a contract 
for the supply of mixed, nitric, and sul- 
phuric acids by the defendant to the 
complainant. Judge Meyer on August 17 
directed the defendant company to ap- 
pear on August 19 in the Federal Court 
annex, to show cause why a temporary 
or provisional injunction should not be 
issued to prevent the company from con- 
itinuing the alleged breach of contract. 
The hearing on the order to show cause 
was postponed for a week, and in the 
meantime negotiations will, it is believed, 
be in progress for a settlement of the 
controversy out of court. 

In its complaint the Nitro Powder Com- 
pany alleged that it had been subjected 
to serious embarrassment and loss in the 
fulfillment of important explosive con- 
tracts by reason of the defendant's action 
in dechning to meet complainant’s re- 
quirements of the acids which were the 
subject of the contract, for use in the 
explosives under engagement. It was al- 
leged that in, addition to the defendant, 
there were but two large producers of the 
acids sought by defendant, namely, The 
General Chemical Company and the Gras- 
selli Chemical Company, and the defend- 
ant knew of no other producers who were 
likely to supply the needed acids. Eman- 
uel Metzger, president of the Nitro Pow- 
der Company, stated in an affidavit that 
his concern had tried to obtain these 
acids from the General and Grasselli 
companies, but regardless of price, these 
efforts had ‘been .unsuccessful on the 
grounds that both companies were al- 
ready under contract for delivery of all 
acids they could reasonably expect to pro- 
duce, and that there was no other source 
of supply available, except through the 
contract with the defendant. The com- 
plaint specifically declared that the con- 
tracts for which the Nitro Powder Com- 
pany was in such urgent need of the 
acids were not for war purposes, but for 
peaceful domestic consumption. 

On behalf of the Butterworth-Judson 
Compary, it was stated that the contro- 
versy chiefly concerned the amount of 
credit to which the Nitro Powder Com- 
pany is entitled under the terms of its 
agreement.

1915. 

The most important development for 
the week was the decline in the prices 
for lead pigments. With pig lead sell- 
ing at a low level, and new business 
coming forward slowly, the undertone 
was easy, ang a deciine of 4c. per 
pound was reported late in the week. 
There was little if any change in the 
position of zine oxide. Spelter has 
weakened materially, but the price is 
still relatively high and this failed to 
bring out freer offerings. In the dry 
color market business was restricted, 
due, partly, to the very high prices 
prevailing on many of the leading arti- 
cles in the list. Chalk held firm de- 
spite the fact that several cargoes are 
now afloat. It was reported that vir- 
tually all of the chalk now underway 
has been sold. Varnish gums were 
quiet and featureless. Linseed oil was 
unsettled under the influence of good 
crop news. China wood oil held steady 
on light stocks. Sova bean oil was 
dull and featureless. The July build- 
ing report, covering 149 cities in the 
United States, is an unsatisfactory one. 
There were 22,901 permits granted to 
builders in July and the estimated 
value of the structures planned was 
1’ 405.531, a decrease of 8 to 142 per 
cent., respectively, compared with the 
same month last year. A review of the 
linseed oil and naval stores markets 
will be found on pages 21 and 23, re- 
spectively. On page 12 there is a com- 
plete report on the flaxseed situation. 
A report on alcohol will be found un- 
der the drug market. Comment on the 
important items in the paint trade fol- 
lows: 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 


PIG LEAD.—While leading inter- 
ests maintained prices on the basis of 
4.50c, per pound, in the open market, 
it was possible to shade this figure at 
all times within the past week. Rou- 
tine business was reported on the basis

of 4.40c. and 4.45c. per pound. De- 
mand for the metal was quiet. The 
undertone at the close was barely 


steady. At St. Louis the market 
closed the week at 4.35c. per pound. 
The London market was slightly firmer, 
closing at £21 3s 9d per ton, spot 
delivery. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate). 
In sympathy with the recent decline 
in pig lead prices for white lead were 
lowered to the extent of %e. per pound. 
Standard dry white lead closed at 5\4c. 
per pound, with the inside quotation 
for white lead in oil 6%c. These quo- 
tations refer to round lots, and smaller 
quantities maintain the usual premiums 
The demand from consumers was quiet, 
so far as new business was concern d. 
Contract deliveries were about normal. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).— 
A decline of %c. per pound was re- 
ported late in the week, establishing a 
basis of 5%4c. per poung for round lots. 
There was a moderate demand for job- 
bing quantities, but trading in round 
parcels was inactive. The opinion pre- 
vails that business will improve at the 
lower schedule of prices. 

RED LEAD.—Dry red lead was re- 
duced %c. per pound, following the de- 
cline in pig lead noted in the previous 
issue. Red lead in oil was reduced only 
%c. per pound. At the close the inside 
price for dry red lead in round lots was 
64%c. per pound, with red lead in oil 
held at 74c. per pound. There was a 
fair inquiry for jobbing lots, but no im- 
provement was reported in the demand 
from large consumers. 

LITHARGE.—A decline of %c. in the 
price of litharge was announced late 
last week, establishing a basis of 6c. 
per pound for round lots. On jobbing 
quantities prices ranged from 6c. to 
64%c. per pound. Quiet conditions pre- 
vailed throughout the interval. Offer- 
ings of foreign grades were small. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There has 
been no change in market quotations 
for this material despite the general 
decline in all of the lead pigments. The 
recent drop in pig lead has had no in- 
fluence upon the general situation. 
Leading interests quote the market at 
8%c. per pound. 

SPELTER.—A week ago spelter held 
around l4c. per pound, but it was of- 
fered at much lower figures at the 
close of last week. It was revorted 
that business went through as low as 
11%c. per pound. and it was intimated 
that even this fivure had been shaded. 
Nominal quotations at the close ranged 
from 11\%c. to 11%c. per pound for spot 
and 10c. for forward shipment. The 
output for spelter for the first six 
months of the. year, according to the 
Geological Survey, was 207,634 tons 
made from domestic ores and 8,898 tons 


from foreign ores, a total of 216,532 
tons, compared with 177,991 tons for 
Yhe preceding six months and with 


175,058 tons for the corresponding six 
months of 1914. 

ZINCS.—Offerings of foreign zincs 
were moderate and prices ruled firm. 
Domestic zine Oxide also held firm, 
notwithstanding a lower market for 


the basic material. Business in do- 
mestic zincs was limited in volume, 
owing to the abnormal position of the 
market, The quotation for American 
zinc oxide was repeated at 7%@8\%c. 
per pound. French process zincs were 
scarce and firm at 30@31c. per pound. 


DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS, 

There has been little of new interest 
concerning the blacks during the week. 
business has been of a light seasonal 
character, and there have been no de- 
velopments affecting quotations. Pros- 
pects are believed to be favorable for 
an advance in lampblack, reflecting the 
searcity of creosote oils. The market 
continues in short supply on bone and 
ivory blacks. Market quotations are 
as follows:—5%@6%c. per pound for 
carbon gas, 4@8c. per pound for lamp- 
black, 24,@5c. per pound for bone black 
granulated, 8@12c. per pound for 
ivory and $18@25 per ton for minerai 
blacks. 

BLUES. 

Iron blues remain in a very tight 
position, and there seems to be little 
hope of early relaxation. Attempts to 
substitute soda for potash have been 
disappointing, as the soda product is 
said to be weak and muddy in color, 
with no economical benefit. There have 
been rumors of the availability of Eng- 
lish potash blues, but they received 
little credence in the trade, as Eng- 
land is presumably in no better position 
as to potash than we are. Light trad- 
ing has been the rule of the week in 
practically all the blues. Prices have 
continued on a well sustained basis at 
$1.10@1.25 for Prussian blue, and at $1.15 
@1.% for soluble. 

BROW NBS. 


Demand has been light, as a rule, 
about the only exception being Bis- 


marck brown, for-which inquiries were 
received from widely scattered points. 
Large offers of crude Turkey umbers 
and Italian siennas have been reported, 
but there has been no disposition in the 
local trade to take them up, as there 
are no facilities here to convert the 
crude materials into the finished pro- 
ducts to compare with the German pro- 
cess of conversion. Prices have under- 
gone no quotable changes, the general 
tendency of the market being steady to 
firm. 
GREENS. 

A quiet market has prevailed for the 
greens, but there is no indication of 
any abatement of the generally firm 
trend of values. Production costs are 
maintained above normal levels. 

REDS. 

Indian reds have been reported in 
fairly good demand, with prices firm on 
the basis of 1%@5c. per pound. Higher 
offers have been made for Para reds, 
without practical results, owing to the 
restriction upon available supplies. In 


one quarter $2 was quoted for pure 
goods for prompt delivery. There has 
been talk of the establishment of a 


domestic production of Para reds, but 
little of definite significance has devel- 
oped so far. English vermilion remains 
at a high level, $1.40@16.60 under the 
influence of the quicksilver markét. 
The extreme range of prices is said 
to have resulted in the practical elimi- 
nation for use in the ink trade, while 
the color consumption has been sharply 
curtailed. 
YELLOWS. 

Chrome yellow is on a firm basis at 
13@15c., but buyers are reported to 
have shown more of a disposition to 
shop the market, with the view of stir- 
ring competitive selling. So far as could 
be traced the market schedule was 
maintained. French and domestic 
ochers were in light inquiry at steady 
prices. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


BARYTES.—The demand for the lo- 
cal paint trade has been of a normal 
character during the week, while in- 
quiries have been current for moderate 
lots for export. Little business for for-

“‘The preparation of retail packages to be kept 
on hand or sent out in wagons in advance of 
sale or orders therefor, or where bona fide 
orders have not been received for such goods, 
or fictitious names and addresses appear there- 
on, is in violation of the law and regulations 
and such retail packages whenever thus found 
separated from the original stamp packages 
are subject to seizure and forfeiture, and the 
dealer so offending is liable to prosecution for 
violation of section 6, act of August 2, 1886, 
and the regulations made thereunder.’’

For several years 
prior to his entrance imto the dry color 
business he was connected with the New 
York and Pennsylvania Company, manu- 
facturers of wood pulp and paper He 
became associated with his brother-in- 
law, Morris Herrmann, in the dry color 
and insecticide business under the style 
of Morris Herrmann & Co. about ten 
years ago, and soon mastered all the de- 
tails of that business, which is now con- 
ducted from offices at 200 Fifth avenue. 
In his connection with this house he was 
extremely popular with all the employes, 
as his treatment of and comsideration for 


all of them left nothing to be desired. 
It was said of him that his attitude 
toward everyone in the house was that 
of a brother, friend and adviser. He 


was ever ready and willing to participate 
in their pleasures as well as to assist 
them with their problems and to reward 
them for painstaking work. He also had

Animal Biological Regulations. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 20, 1915. 
Plans are being perfected by the offi- 


cials uf the Department of Agriculture for 
making new regulations under a law of 
1913 regarding the sale of viruses, serums, 
toxins, etc., used in the treatment of do- 
meslic animals on the farms of the coun- 


try. A hearing has been called at the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, on August 23, for the con- 


sideration of these proposed regulations. 
Attention is called to the fact that manu- 
facturers of these commodities, as well as 
veterinarians and others who may not be 
able to attend the hearing, will be per- 
mitted to send written communications to 
the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Indus 
try for consideration. In further com- 
menting upon this subject the officials jn 
a formal statement say: 

The act of 1915 makes it a misdemeanor to 
ship in interstate commerce any virus, serum, 
toxin or analogous product intended for use

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American Pharmaceutical Association 
Meeting. 

The San Francisco meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
will ever live in the memory of those 
fortunate enough to attend it. California 
weather was at its best, and the cool 
breezes were a delightful relief to those 
recently coming from the heated East. 
The total registration was about 20, 
which was an excellent record, consider- 
ing the distant point at which the meet- 
ing was held. The California Pharma- 
ceutical Association met at the same 
time, and it was very pleasant for the 
Easterners to meet so many Western 
friends known to them only by reputa- 
tion up to the time of the meeting. 

Education was by all odds the most im- 
portant topic discussed. Beginning with 
the meeting of the National Association 
of Boards of Pharmacy, at which a res- 
olution was passed expressing the hope 
that by 1920 prerequisite legislation, based 
upon an entrance requirement of high 
school graduation, would obtain in all 
States; continued im the deliberations of

The duties range 
from 10 per cent. on official valuation 
for petroleum and 10 per cent. on 
gasoline. The petroleum official valua- 
tion is $6.76 per 100 kilos and on gaso- 
line, $11.58.

Reported Failure of Standard Oil Plan 
for Developing Chinese Oil Fields. 


Cable advices from Peking, China, 
dated August 15 have announced the de- 
parture for this country of W. E. Bemis, 
vice-president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New York without having ef- 
fected a permanent contract with the 
Chinese Government for the exploitation 
and development of the oil fields of 
China, which had been the subject of 
negotiitions since the making of a pre- 
liminary agreement last year for the de- 


velopment of the oil districts in the 
northern part of China. This agreement 
was reported to have expired August 15. 
The American Legation, it was an- 
nounced, will continue efforts to recon- 
ciie the differences between the govern- 
ment and the company. The expiring 


agreement provided for the exploration of 
the oil fields of the Province of Shen-si 
and the northern part of the Province of 
Chi-li. It was contemplated that should 
they prove sufficiently valuable, a Chino-

American company would be formed in 
which the Standard Oil Company would 
have a controlling interest, the Chinese 
Government receiving a certain percent- 
age of the shares. 

Inquiries at the local offices of the 
Standard Oil Company were unsuccessful 
in a confirmation of the Peking advices 
or of any information concerning Mr. 
Bemis. lt was stated that no word had 
been received on which a definite state- 
ment could be made at this time con- 
cerning the company’s operations in 
China. There have been occasional ad- 
vices indicating favorable results under 
the preliminary agreement, and confi- 
dence had been expressed here that the 
Standard’s plans would materialize in a 
permanent organization. 

Our Washington correspondent writes 
that no information on the subject has 
been received at the Chinese Legation 
there, but it was believed negotiations 
were still in progress between the Chi- 
nese Government and the Standard Oil 
Company. According to some of the 
Washington comments on the reported 
failure of a permanent agreement, Jap- 
anese influence was regarded as a power- 
ful factor on the theory that the Jap- 
anese fields would be unfavorably af- 
fected. According to commercial officials 
of the government, the United States 
was the only country doing an increased 
trade in oil with China during 1914, and 
the oil is about the only article im that 
trade which has not met severe Japanese 
competition,

PALM OIL.—The market was steady 
in sympathy with the situation abroad. 

Re- 
ceipts have been quite liberal of late,

mills. Lagos oil closed at 7%4c. per

Cottonseed Industry in Cotton Growing 


Countries. 
(Contiiiued from Aug. 16 issue, page 19.) 


Following is the eighth installment 
of a series of special articles com- 
meticed in the Reporter of June 26, 
prepared by Dr. Thomas H. Norton, of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commercé, Washington, D. C., on the 
cottonseed industry in foreign coun- 
tries in most effective competition with 
the United States in the utilization of 
cottonseed. This series of articles sup- 
plements the publication in the Re- 
porter from June 29 to October, 1914, of 
a treatment of cottonseed products and 
their competition in Northern Eu- 
rope:— 


Turkey in Asia (Continued). 


Production of Cottonseed. 


The annual production of cottonseed im 
the Mersina district ranges from 30,000 to 
40,000 tons. At Smyrna it varies from 
14,000 to 25,000 tons. Prices for seed at 
Smyrna range from $18 to $19 per short 
ton, rising at times to $2. The quota- 
tions at Liverpool, in April, 1914, for Mer- 
sira cottonseed were $22 per short ton. 

About one-half of the cottonseed pro- 
duced in Turkey is used locally for feed- 
ing cattie. The remainder has been ex- 
purted in the past, chiefly to Hull, but 
also to Havre and Malta. This excess 
serves now to supply the oil mills estab- 
lished at Mersina and Smyrna. 


Oil Mills at Mersina,. 


At Mersina there is one cottonseed oil 
mill which has been in regular operation 
for a few years. It was at first of lim- 
ited capacity, crushing annually about 
1,40 tons of seed and producing about 170 
tons of crude oil. It has recently en- 
larged its capacity by the purchase of 
American machinery and a refining plant, 
and was able in 1914 to crush 6,000 tons 
of seed, with an estimated output of 700 
tons of refined oil. 

Another mill in process of construction 
at Mersina, at the close of 1913, was be- 
ing equipped with the same number of 
presses, etc., and expected likewise to 
produce 70 tons of oil. Togethei 
two mills will crush over one-half of the 
present available stock of seed at Mer- 
sina not required for feeding purposes. 

The oil produced at Mersina has been 
used locally. The quality is not very 
good, but the prices are so low that all 
competition of foreign oils is precluded. 


Oil Mills at Smyrna. 
The establishment of the 


these 


industry at 


Smyrna is quite recent. In 1912 a small 
mill was started by Rankin & 


Demas. 
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The machinery is of English make and 
capable of crushing one ton of seed daily. 

A much larger plant was erected in 1913 
by the Ottoman Oil Company, a corpora- 
tion controlled by local capital and regis- 
tered in Englarid. This establishment cost 
$400,000. The machinery, of the latest 
type, was imported from the United 
States at an expefise Of $125,000. It was 
set up by Greek workmen, under the di- 
rection of American foremen. The boilers 
were of local construction. This mill is 
capable of crushing 120 tons of seed per 
twenty-four hours. During the first year 
of operation coal was frequently lacking 
and there was difficulty in securing skilled 
labor. As a result the mill never operated 
more than half of the presses at once 
During the season 1913-14 about 700 tons 
of seed were crtished. Since the out- 
break of the présent war the operations 
of the Smyrna mills have been suspended, 
from failure of the coal supply and inade- 
quate resources. 

The lecal supply of seed in the Smyrfia 
district is insufficient to meet the full de- 
mands of the new mills, and it is expeéct- 
ed when operations are resumed that a 
comsiderable amount of the better quali- 
ties of Mersina seed will be diverted to 
Smyrna, 

The yield of oil in the new mill is 13.5 
per cent., and of cake 42 per cent. The 
loss by refining the crude oil is given ds 
10 per cent. The quality of the refined oil 
is stated to compare favorably with that 
of the current grade of American cotton- 
seed oil exported to Turkey. There is no 
difficulty in disposing of the oil at profit- 
able prices. Most of the output is ab- 
sorbed by the Smyrna fiarket. Small 
amounts have been shipped to Constanti- 
nople and to other Turkish ports.

Market in Turkey for Cottonseed 
Products. 

The ol cake produced in the Turkish 

cottonseed mills finds an extremely lim- 


ited local demand. Farmers are as slow 
to recognize its value for feeding cattle 
as is the case in India. About % per cent. 
of the oil cake produced at Mersina and 
at Smyrna is shipped to England. 

In the course of time Turkish farmers 
will come to recognize the value of cake, 
and the local demand will probably ex- 
pand sufficiently to absorb the entire out- 
put of the existing mills, with manifest 
advantage to the latter and to the natural 
resources of the land. The presence of a 
local demand for cake will undoubtedly 
free for crushing the seed now retained 
for cattle food, and this will lead to an 
increase in the crushing plants. 

There is a well-established market for 
cottonseed oil in Turkey, and for years 
the consumption has been far in ex- 
cess of the local supply. It competes 
chiefiy with olive oil for a variety of pur- 
poses. In fact, a large amount of the cot- 
tonseed product is employed to adulterate 
olive oil. The demand for cottonseed oil, 
and its price, depend essentially on the 
character of the current olive crop in the 
Eastern Mediterranean countries. Thus 
in the Province of Smyrna, when the olive 
crop is good, the annual consumption of 
cottonseed oil averages 5,000 barrels (of 450 
pounds). With a poor olive crop the con- 
sumption rises to 8,000 barrels. 
extent cottonseed oil com- 
petes with sesame oil and cocoanut oil, 
and with the animal fats, oleo oil, and 
native butters. Large quantities of crude 
cottonseed oil imported from Egypt, are 
used in Syria for soap making, and a cer- 
tain amount is employed in Asia 
Minor for this purpose,

Imports of American Cottonseed Oil. 


Imports of cottonseed oil into Turkey 
for edibie purposes were seriously ham- 
pered prior to 1907 by regulations requir- 
ing it to be denatured before entry. The 
intent was to protect the domestic olive 
oil industr Since that date, when the 
restriction was removed, the demands of 
the Turkish market have grown rapidly. 
In 1901 the total import, chiefly of Amer- 


ican origin, was valued at 4.500. The 
American imports rose to $6,860 in 1907. 
In 168 it was $208,000. Since then the 


value of our export of cottonseed oil to 
Turkey has been as follows:—199, $943,000; 
1910, $470,000; 1911, $957,000; 1912, $803,000; 1913, 
SSSS,OHK): «1914, $ O00. 

The drop in our export for the fiscal 
vear ended June 30, 1914, was due certainly

to some extent to the 
following the war in the Bulkans. An- 
other factor, however, has entered into 


the field, and that is the competition of 
Russian oil. 


Russian Competition in the Turkish 
Market. 


In 1911 the imports of cottonseed oil into 


Turkey, according to official reports, 
which are obviously much below the 


truth, amounted to 11,458,000 pounds, val- 
ued at $90,000. Of this quantity the Unit- 
ed States contributed 50 per cent., Great 

Britain 26 per cent., Egypt 8 per cent., 
Austria-Hungary 6 per cent., France 6 
per cent., Holland, Italy, Germany, etc., 
$ per cent. There were no imports from 
tussia. Since then the Russian oil trade 
has made strong efforts to win a place in 
the market. The import of Russian oil 
at the city of Constantinople was esti- 
mated to reach 90,000 pounds in 1913. At 
Smyrna the import was estimated to be 
540,000 pounds, or about 20 per cent. of the 
total consumption. American imports 
formed § per cent., British 10 per cent., 
and 10 per cent. came from local mills. 
A grade similar to prime summer yel- 
low is the one chiefly imported from Rus- 
sia. While not quite so good as the best 
American qualities, it competes quite suc- 
cessfully with them. The chief complaint 
made is the lack of uniformity in the re- 
fining of the oil. The supply comes 
largely from a mill equipped with the lat- 
est American machinery, and this defect 
will probably be remedied in time. 

The prices of Russian oil at Constanti- 
nople are from 30 to 40 cents lower per 
10 pounds than those of the best Ameri- 
can grades, and this difference is persist- 
ently maintained if the quotations for 
the American product are lowered. Amer- 
ican oils have a well-established reputa- 
tion, and thus far are preferred, if the 
difference in price does not materially 
advance beyond 20 cents per 100 pounds. 


Points for Consideration. 


The consulate general at Constantinople, 
which has furnished valuable data in con- 
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nection with this subject, makes the fol- 
lowing pertinent suggestions in regard to 
holding our cottonseed oil trade in Tur- 
key :-- 

One of the great disadvantages under which 
American oil will labor in competition with 
the Russian product is the short shipping dis- 
tance and the consequent smaller loss by leak- 
age through the breaking of the barrels. It 
seems that the greater part of this oil is 
brought to Odessa in special tanks and there 
placed in barrels The latter are said to be not 
quite so strong in themselves as the American 
barrel, but the resistance demanded of them 
is so much less that they arrive in better 
condition In addition, they are gummed on 
the inside and are often protected by a cover 
of straw mat filled out with dry grass and 
straw. It is tentatively planned to use iron 
barrels, as it is deemed possible in view of 
the short haul to return the empties profitably. 

Contracts with local consumers usually call 
for delivery of a specified number of barrels 
weekly or monthly. One of the complaints 
brought against American oil igs that the de 
livery is too irregular; that the shippers in 
New York will withhold small lots until a 
large number of barrels have accumulated, so 
as to secure lower freight rates, and that in 
this way qa large amount of oil is often thrown 
upon the local market, to the loss and dissat- 
isfaction of the purchasers. It is even said 
that occasionally, as a result of this oversup- 
ply, the price here is lower than the original 
quotation in New York. 

The Turkish customs statistics do not fully 
indicate the amount of American cottonseed oil 
which is imported annually into Turkey. Its va- 
rious brands are well known and are in 
great demand High prices and the difficulties 
of shipment arising from the war have recently 
diminished local purchases, but it is thought 
that with the new crop prices will decrease 
and a large amount of business will be done. 
In pointing out the advantages and possibili- 
ties of Russian competition, it is necessary to 
remember that according to the views of 
most local importers, the American oil ex- 
porters have the situation well within their 
control, provided they will take the necessary 
steps to insure regularity of delivery, less 
loss by leakage, and more advantageous terms 
through direct shipments to the ports of the 
Levant, Delivery, terms of payment and 
quality for relative price are the points on 
which Russian competition will have to be met 
in the future. It is significant, however, that 
one of the largest importers of Russian oil is 
now trying to secure the representation of 
some American producer for this important 
article of commerce in the Levant. The house 
in question suggests the possibility of using 
tank steamers in which to carry cotton oil in 
bulk to this market.

STEAMED BONE.—Weakness again pervad- 
ed the market for steamed bone, the ground 
product being offered on a basis of $21 per 
ton and the unground at $20 per tom f. o. b. 
Chicago. The principal cause of the weakness 
was the fact that wheat raisers, who furnished 
the chief outlet for steamed bone, are not in 
the market to any appreciable extent.

REFINED PRODUCTS,

233,374,910 gallons, while for the same 
period last year were noted 302,774,060 
gallons. Of the imports of illuminating 
oil into the United Kingdom from Janu- 
ary 1 to August 2, amounting to 76,- 
216,560 gallons, this country turnished 
70,993,360 gallons, according to the 
London Commercial Record. 

There was a fair activity in the local 
petroleum charter market during the 
week. Bookings were recorded for 
150,000 cases, Port Arthur to the Philip- 
pines, basis 64c. on port, August-Sep- 
tember; 200,000 cases, New York to the 
River Plate, basis 46c. one port, August, 
75,000 cases, New York to the River 
Piate, private terms, October, 100,000 
cases, New York to Australia, basis 
s6c. one port, September-OUctover. 

The expectations lately centered in a 
further appreciation in the products of 
the naphtha classification, based on the 
strengthening ccurse of crude values 
and the increasing recognition that re- 
cently prevailing prices for the prod- 
ucts have been out of parity with the 
fundamental conditions, were fulfilled 
by an advance of 1 cent on Monday, 
effecting all varieties, with the excep- 
tion of 86 degrees gasoline. The re- 
vised prices are as foliows:—Motor gas- 
oline, steel barrels for garages, l4c.; 
wooden barrels for general consump- 
tion, 18c.; V. M. & P. naphtha, steel 
barrels, 10c.; wooden barrels, 12c.; 73@

22c. Gasoline prices throughout the 
State, as well as in New Jersey, 


New England, Eastern Pennsylvania 
and Delaware, have been similarly 
advanced, and the entire countrys 


trade is now on a more confident 
basis than it kas been in late years. 
The demand continues heavy both for 
export and for home consumption. The 
foreign requirements cannot be satis- 
fied not only on the lack of tonnage, 
but also on the insufficiency of tide- 
water supplies. The decline in the 
Cushing production, which was excep- 
tionally favorable for gasoline and the 
premium on Eastern high grade crude 
stocks have been contributing factors 
to the strengthening course of the mar- 
ket. The week's clearances from the 
local port were heavier, 5,585,725 gal- 
lons, as against 3,105,425 gallons former- 
ly, and the aggregate since the first of 
the vear reaches 88,689,655 gallons, com- 
paring with 72,185,390 gallons for the 
same period last year. Imports of ben- 
zine inte the United Kingdom from 
January 1 to August 2, as recorded by 
the London Fetroleum Review, were 
78,586,480 gallons, of which our share 
was 40,417,790 gallons, while 29,924,440 
gallons are credited to the Dutch 
Indies. 


Lubricating Oils. 


The further appreciation in high 
grade crude values has reflected fav- 
orably upon the tone of the market 
for the lubricants, but no actual change 
in quotations has been effected. The 
spirit of sharp competition which 
characterized the market during the 
earlier months has been _ practically 
abated and refiners are believed to be 
adhering firmly to schedule figures. 
Indications of a revival of domestic 
business are noted and with the turn 
of the month it is believed that some 
of the more important consuming In- 
terests will be prepared to negotiate 
export inquiries comprise fairly large 
quantities.

NORTHWESTERN LOUISIANA OTL 
FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Shreveport, La., Aug. 14, 1915. 


Efforts to stamp out yellow fever in the 
lower part of the Crichton district are now 
occupying the attention of the oil fraternity in 
Northwestern Louisiana more than drilling 
operations and the recent advances in crude 
oil prices. Yellow fever made its appearance 
near Lefhzburg about two weeks ago, there 
being at least two deaths attributed to the 
disease and a number of cases now in a 
serious condition. Sections of the district 
have heen quarantined for some time, and one 
serious shooting has resulied from an attempt 
to break through the quarantine. 

Production slumped again during the week 
over 1,200 barrels a day when compared with 





the figures for the previous week. The daily 
average production for the seven days ending 
August 14 was 49,485 barrels, made up with 
17,618 barrels from Caddo and 31,816 barrels 
from the Southern districts. This was a daily 
decrease of 8 barrels in the Southern dis- 
tricts and 827 barrels in Caddo. 

Good wells were completed in both Caddo 
and Red River districts. The lower prices at 
Crichton have had the effect of reviving oper- 
ations in Caddo, where the price remains at 
60c., while it is only 40c. at Crichton. There 
were four completions in Caddo and one in 
Northeastern Texas. The best of these was 
a 1,500-barrel flowing well, No. 149, by the 
Standard Oil Company on its famous Stiles 
tract in section 17-21-16 Hart’s Ferry district. 
The Stiles tract is one of the richest spots in 
Caddo parish. In the old Oil City district the 
Gulf Refining Company 50-barrel flowing well 
in No. 7-X Levee Board, section 8-20-15. In 
the Jeems Bayou district the same company 
got a 100-barrel pumper in No. 43 Ferry Lake, 
section 21-10-16. At Pine Island the test of 
the Pine Island Oil Company, a wildcat ven- 
ture in section 5-20-15, was dry at 2,000 feet 
and the hole is being abandoned. In Marion 
county, across the line in Northeastern Tex- 
as, the J. M. Guffey Petroleum Company has 
a 100-barre! flowing well in No. 3 Mebane- 
tiles. 

In the southern districts Crichton led in 
completions, as usual. The most important 
completion for some time in Red River parish 
was that of the Globe Oil Company's test No. 
1 Globe Lumber Company, section 16-13 10, 
which came in flowing at the rate of 800 bar- 
rels. This well is a mile in advance of pro- 
duction to the east of the big wells recently 
completed in ‘‘Gusher Bend.’’ The Ric hardson 
Oil Company also drew an 800-barrel spouter 
in No. 4 Hainse, section 20-13-10, while the 
Lockwood Oil Company's No. 2 Haines in the 
same section started at OO barrels The fol- 
lowing tests in the Crichton district were dry 
and abandoned during the week:—Gulf Refin 
ing Company's No. 10 McClelland, section 13- 
13-11; Gult Refining Company's No. 12-A 
Natalie, section 18-13-10; B. & O, Oil, Com- 
pany’s No. 1 Mangham, section 21-13-10. In 
the Abington district the Gulf got a fifty-bar- 
rel pumper in No. 6 Kennedy, section 24-13-11.

MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELD. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Aug. 16, 1915. 


There has been no change in the general 
situation in the mid-continent field the past 
week The price which advanced from 55 to 
60 cents a barrel, remains at that point, and 
while other advances are expected, nothing 
was happened the past few days to change the 
situation one way or the other. There have 
becn no big wells to bull the market and no 
very material change in the output to bear it. 
Still it is recognized that Cushing is grad- 
ually going off, and there is nothing to give 
an prospect of arresting its downward prog- 
ress There is the possibility of a rich spur 
to the north, as indicated by the good well! 
lrilled recently by the Prairie, and there is 
the large acreage held in the south end of the 
pool by the Hill Oil and Gas Company, which 
will undoubtedly produce vast quantities of 
oil in the future; and then the indications are 
not bad tonight for the Chanute Refining 
Company getting a well northwest of the pool 
This test has been looked upon as a fool's 
errand and a sure lister for the failure col 
umn But tonight it is on top of the Layton 
sand, with a fair prospect of drilling in a 
producer. Should this test develop into a 
gusher it will surprise the entire fraternity. 
It is between two dry holes, about two miles 
apart. But some wise operator a long time 
ago came to the conclusion that in the mid- 
continent field a dry hole only showed where 
to drill In other fields a dry hole tells the 





operator where not to drill. The Chanute 
Refining Company located this well between 
two holes, absolutely contrary to all old- 
time rules, but on the advice of a geologist, 


who asserted that in spite of these dry holes 
the formation was favorable for the repose at 


that point of oil, and the company decided 
to bet about $10,000 on the guess of the geol- 
ogist If it proves a well it will be a tri- 
umph for science But these possible spurs 
can scarcely Ghange the present trend of af- 
fairs And the popular bet is that the price 


f£ crude will not stop short of 75 cents a 
barrel, and some think it will even go very 
quickly to $1. It is very possible. The much- 
talked-of well at Holdenville has not developed 
into everything yet, and, as pointed out in the 
last correspondence, there is now little pros- 
pect of a big well there While fair wells 
are being found all over the field where work 
is now in progress they are insufficient to 
maintain the production in any of the dis- 
tricts The best times this field has yet en- 
joyed seem to be arriving. : 

In sympathy with this condition the price 
of producing properties is advancing, A few 
weeks ago production was estimated to be 
worth $200 to $300 a barrel. Today it is fig- 
ured at $450 to $500 a barrel But there has 
been very little production outside of Cushing 
for sale. A few properties in the Okmulgee 
district have changed hands and a number of 
others scattered over the field have been sold; 
but it is safe to say that there never was such 
a depression before in the oil country, when 
so few producing properties changed hands. 
Most of those that were offered for sale were 
either not attractive or were not generally 
known to be on the market. . 

While this favorable condition to the pro- 
ducer exists the outlook for the refiner is ex- 
ceptionally gloomy. There is not the slightest 
prospect at this particular writing of an ad- 
vance in the tank wagon price of gasoline and 
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kerosene. The tank wagon price is recognized 
as the market price The Standard Oil Com- 
pany makes the tank wagon price. On June 
10 last the Standard marked down its price all 
over the eleven States of the Indian Territory 
1 cent a gallon, and although there has been 
an advance of 20 cents a barrel in the price 
of crude, no change since that time has taken 
place in the price of refined products so far 
as the Standard is concerned The independ- 
ents have advanced their prices half a _ cent 
a gallon. Jobbers claim they are unable to 
make any money and that they are threatened 
with bankruptcy Yet the Standard Oil Com- 


pany claims the woods are full of price cut- 
ters and that there is nothing to encourage 
an advance so long as the market prices are 
being cut in so many places The mystery 
of the hour is how some of the jobbers and 
marketers can make cut prices at the present 
market quotations The great difficulty is 
so many retailers have appeared that the 


Standard has lost much gallonage and this is 
the Standard’s opportunity to get it back. It 
is believei if price cutting can be stopped 
prices will advance 


In the Cushing District. 


Cushing continues to drop off in production 
It is estimated the output today is about 
135,000 barrels. The better grade of oil is 
found in the south end, where less water has 
come in and where very little sulphur has ap- 
peared. The oil in the north end not only 
contains sulphur, but is badly cut 


The well. of the Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany in 21-19-7, several miles in advance of 
the pool directly north, has given encourage- 


ment for a spur in that direction It is 
eredited with having made 500 barrels in an 
hour, and is to be drilled deeper to the Bar- 
tlesville sand in the hope of making a genuine 
Cushing gusher of it. It will be remembered 


that this well is on the allotment of Clar- 
ence McElroy. The test in 36-1917, however, 
so far is a failure 

There is practically no hope at this time of 
anything being found either west or east of 
the pool Hopes have not all been abandoned 
to the southwest, in the direction of Paden 
It is understood the Prairie will drill another 


test in the Paden district, and it is, of course, 
possible a well may be found, but there are 
many doubting Thomases 

During the past week no record wells have 
been brought in. The majority of those com- 
pleted have been good for from 500 to 1,000 
barrels, with now and then a dry hole. The 
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Lucas Oil and Gas Company’s test in 20-17-8 


is still drilling, but was drilled in the shal- 
lower sands. The Slick Oil and Gas Com- 
pany's No. 20 in the Dakon in 16-17-7 came in 
at 6500 barrels, while the Hill Oil and Gas 
Company’s No, 7 on the Cole, in 15-17-7, was 
good for 1,000 barrels in the Bartlesville. The 


Roxana Petroleum Company's No. 26 in 8-17-7 


was a 200-barrel producer. The Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company. completed its No. 19 on 
the Lucas in 14-18-7, and has what appears 


to be a 1,800-barrel well, while 
same tract is good for 1,000 barrels. The 
test of the Gypsy Oil Company in 619-7, in 
the southwest corner of the northwest of 9- 
16-7, which has attracted a great deal of at- 
tention, and which gives promise of an ex- 
tension of the pool, is making thirty-five bar- 


rels an hour from the Layton sand. It is fair

to presume that if this well is drilled to the 
Bartlesville sand it will find a*more prolific 
output in that formation It may mean an- 
other spur to the pool, but it is too soon to 
make any deductions Cc. B. Shaffer is start- 
ing a test 400 feet west of the Gypsy well on 
the Bennie Trent in 8-16-7, and the Savoy Oil 
Company is drilling on a test in 4-16-7. It 


will be recalled that this development started 
with what was known as the Fox well, in 16- 











16-7. Fox Oil Company has a rig up forty 
feet from its well on the Chaplin farm in 
15-16-7, and will drill a test to the Layton 
sand. While this is directly south of the 
Cushing pool it will probably be known as 
the Fox pool, T Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany is drilling a well in 14-19-7 John Mor- 
ton has a rig up on the Kaiser, in the north 
east of 14-19-7, and the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company has a rig upon the Rinehart, in 
21-20-7. This test is farthest north in these 
new operations. ‘The Prairie is drilling in 14- 
19-7 on the Ingram. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company put its 
Well at Paden on the pump last Tuesday 
morning at 8 o'clock, and during the next 
twenty-four hours it made sixty-five barrels 
of oil and several times that amount of water 

Im the Healdton District. 

The price of oil in all other parts of the 


mid-continent field has advanced 20 cents a 


barrel during the past few weeks, while the 
price of Healdton crude remains stationary 
at 30 cents a barrel. This fact has aroused 


the ire of some of the producers in the Heald- 
ton district, and they have given instructions 
to their superintendents not to sell any more 
oil at 30 cents a barrel. It is discouraging 
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to see ofl in other parts of the field selling 
at twice the rate quoted on Healdton, and yet 
it, does not require a stretch of imagination 
to realize the difference. The fact is Healdton

proven territory, At Batson a test is starting 
seven miles northwest of the field, and the 
Paraffine Oil Company is drilling its fourth 
deep test on the east side of the field.

Harrison Law Amendment Urged. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 1915, 

According to information which reaches 
the Treasury Department in connection 
with the enforcement of the Harrison 
narcotic law, the expectation is that med- 
ical men throughout the country will 
unite in urging amendments in the Har- 
rison law at the next session of con- 
sress. The point sought to be corrected, 
it is claimed, is the provision of the law 
said to have been inserted at the request 
of manufacturers of patent medicines, 
which provision contains exemptions 
from the general scope of the law. The 
claim is made that these exemptions 
work to the detriment of the movement 
intended to stop the elicit traffic in habit- 
forming drugs, and that the friends of 
this measure will make an effort to re- 
move from the law all provisions making 
exemptions. 

It is not knowm how this campaign for

Panama Canal Operations in Our Field 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 20, 1915. 

The final figures on the first fiscal 
year’s operations of the Panama Canal 
have not been completed, hence it is im- 
possible to obtain from the reports on 
the canal operations the origin and des- 


tination of the large quantity of freight 
which pass through the canal. The pres- 
ent report covers the fiscal year, of which 
104% months covered the actual use of the 
canal for freight business. During that 
time there passed through the canal items 
in the Reporter's trades as follows:—oOf 
nitrates, 651,948 tons; refined petroleum, 
252,428 tons; of copper, 49,799 tons: of 
crude oils, 30,594 tons; of tin, 29,886 tons: 
of cacavu, 26,928; of cement, 22,637; copper 
ore, 20,444 tons; vegetable oils, 16,722 tons; 
creosote, 12,851 tons; chemicals, 12,211 
tons. Of these shipments practically all 
except the last half dozen items passed 
through the canal in the traffic from the 
Pacific to Atlantic destinations.

Oklahoma Crude Oil Advances. 


An advance of 10 cents a barrel was an- 
nounced on Saturday in the price of Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma crude petroleum, es- 
tablishing a basis of 75 cents a barrel. 
This represents a net gain for the week 
of 15 cents. The upward tendency of 
prices for Oklahom oil has been the fea- 
ture in the petroleum industry. The 
first advance this year occurred on Au- 
gust 2, which amounted to 10 cents, mak- 
ing the quotation 50 cents. On August 4 
an advance of 5 cents went into. effect, 
which was followed by another 5-cent up- 
lift on August 11. On August 19 the price 


went up to 65 cents, and the latest change 
places this oil on a 75 cent basis.

Osage Indian Oil Land Proposal. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 20, 1915. 


While Secretary Lane of the Interior 
Department is considering the issues in- 
volved in the matter of disposing of 
the Osage oil lands by lease, which 
complicated matter was elaborately 
ciscussed last week at a_ confer- 
ence between »il operators and oflicials 


of the department, a report comes from 
Oklahoma to the effect that the Barnsdall 
Oil Company has submitted to the Osage 
Indian nation a proposition involving a 
cash bonus of $500,000 and an accompany- 
ing agreement to expend annually $500,000 
in drilling oil wells, and to give to the 
Indian lessors one-eighth of the oil pro- 
duced, provided the Osages will consent to 
renewal of leases now held by the Barns- 
dall corporation, aggregating, it is said, 
something like 350,000 acres of the Osage 
reservation lands. An agreement to such 
a policy would, of course, destroy the 
plan prepared by the Osages in conjunc- 
tion with the Interior Department for lim- 
iting each lease-holding of the Osage oil 
lands to 4,800 acres.

Japanese Chemical Resources. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 20, 1915. 

Further references to prospective aid of 
the government in the production of 
chemicals in Japan is contained in a series 
of cominercial notes received at the Com- 
merce Department from Kobe. This re- 
port calls attention to the kinds of chem- 
icals sought to be manufactured in Japan. 
The reference to the matter is as fol- 
lows :— 

In view of the paralyzing effect on Japanese 
industry of the stoppage of imports of chem- 
icals by the war, the Home Department has 
been making chemicals on an elaborate scale 
at the government hygienic laboratories in 
Tokio and Osaka with satisfactory results, it 
is now announced. Chemicals of as good 
quality as those imported, it has thus far 
been proved by experiment, can be manufac- 
tured in Japan, including hydrochloric, sali- 
eylic, carbolic and sulphuric acids, morphine, 
atropine, bromine and bismuth. The prep- 
aration of these chemicals is to be undertaken 
privately, with the help of ‘a State subvention, 
on the lines recommended by the government 
laboratories, 


Austria Restricts Alcohol Production. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Aug. 20, 1915. 


A report has reached the Commerce 
Department from Vienna, that ‘Austria 
has prohibited, under an imperial decree 
of June 30, the establishment and oper- 
ation of new non-agricultural distilleries, 
which are subject to a consumption tax 
under the laws of 1888 and 1889. The con- 
struction and operation of new alcohol re- 
fineries is also prohibited. In existing 
plants that make alcohol, and in agricul- 
tural distilleries as well, neither altera- 
tions nor enlargements may be made 
which would result in a larger production 
of spirits than was permitted prior to the 
promulgation of the decree. Authority is 
granted to the Minister of Finance, im 
co-operation with the Ministers of Com- 
merce and Agriculture, to make excep- 
tions to the newly established rules, if the 
total output or market conditions maks 
such exceptions necessary.”’

Buying of narcotic,

anodynes 
belligerent nations coun- 
tries of Europe has continued to keep 
the New York @rug market active, de- 
spite the steady diminution of purchas- 
ing in almost all lines for domestic ac- 


count. While quinine, morhpine, co- 
diene, cocaine and similar hypnotics 
and “local” anaesthetics have been 
most extensively taken by the foreign 
interests, there has also been unabated 
absorption of acetone, benzol, toluol 
and other basic material for the mak- 


ing of explosives, including the dyna- 
mite grade of glycerine, and there has 
also been active purchasing of many 
other coal-tar derivatives aside from 
the hydrocarbons mentioned above, in- 
cluding all the phenol goods and ben- 
zoates as well as the various synthe- 
tics in the medicinal flavoring extract 
and perfume material fields. 
Glycerine has continued 


its sensa- 


tional mid-summer soaring, in which 
the chemically pure description bids 
fair to reach still higher levels within 


the near future, while acetone, already 


in searcity supply, has also given in- 
dication of a still greater impending 
shortage and a further upturn. The 


hydrocarbons—benzol and toluol—have 
been marked up again; bromine has 
stiffened still further for the technical 
grade; hydrogen peroxide, citrated caf- 
feine and saccharin have touched un- 
precedentedly high levels; dragon’s 
blood in reeds has also been advanced 
once more; U. S. P. Trieste colocynth 
pulp has been raised on the closing of 
the hitherto principal port of shipment; 
ergot has been marked up, as the de- 
mand has increased and supplies have 
diminished; menthol has likewise risen 
slightly as stocks have been lowered, 
and permanganate of potash and tartar 
emetic have continued on an upward 
course. Acetanilid and salol have also 
been advanced and codliver oil has 
been held very strongly. On the other 
hand, santonin has been marked down 
by some holders in the absence of more 
than a light demand; nitrate of silver 
has been reduced; Russian cantharides 
have been lowered, on more liberal of- 
ferings. 

Opium has merely held its own, as 
stocks here have continued heavy, and 
quinine has been very firmly main- 
tained on the basis reached in the re- 
cent advance. 

In the acid list tannic acid has been 
marked up again on a shortage, while 
ecarbolic acid has been offered off for 
deliveries within the next ninety days, 
but is still very strongly maintained on 
spot at the previously mentioned ab- 
normally high figures. 

Balsam Peru has furnished the fea- 
ture of the balsam market by being 
marked up on a scarcity of stocks here, 
but cut and sifted soap bark has been 
offered down at the fag end of the sea- 


son, when stocks are becoming more 
liberal. ; 
In the essential oil group synthetic 


almond oil is very strongly held on a 
shortage, and hemlock oil is also ad- 
vancing, together with West Indian 
orange oil, safeol and East Indian san- 
walwood oil, while South American 
petit grain oil has been offered down. 
Mullein flowers, which had long been 
out of the market, are again being of- 
fered on a small scale, and in the list 
of medicinal and other gums Curacao 
aloes in gourds are showing great 
strength on a short supply, while am- 
ber sorts of gum Arabic are likewise 
being very strongly held, since it has 
become apparent that much_ higher 
prices and increasing difficulties of 
shipment are being met with in Egypt. 
Gum thus has also been marked up. 
Sharp advances in Austrian sage 
leaves and smaller uplifts in laurel and 
thyme leaves have characterized the 
course of prices in the group of herbs 
and leaves, and higher prices have also 
been named for French majoram, 
while lower figures have been noted 
for henna and stramonium leaves. 
Belladonna atropa and German dan- 
Gelion roots have been very scarce and 
have consequently been advanced 
sharply, while select licorice root has 
also been among the articles to be ad- 
vanced among the roots. Lower prices 
have been made, however, for Colombo, 
serpentaria stillingia and false unicorn 
or helonias roots. 
In the seed market celery seed has 
again played a prominent role by ad- 


vancing to the highest figure reached 
since the “corner” of 1912. Larkspur 
and large sunflower seeds have also 


been among the articles in this group 
to be advanced, while Spanish anise, 
caraway, natural coriander, Morocco 
cumin and most descriptions of mus- 
tard seeds have been marked down. A 
noteworthy exception to the general 
downward tendency of mustard seed 


has been found in yellow German seed, 
which is in very scanty supply and is 
being held at materially higher levels. 


Beeswax, and especially the refined 
yellow and pure white grades, are in 
very short supply and firmly held by 


local holders, while refined yellow and 
white 


ozokerite wax is almost unob- 
tainable, even at the abnormally high 
figures now named for these grades. 


No. 3 chalky and No. 3 North Country 
carnauba wax are being offered at 
slight concessions by some local hold- 
ers who are desirous of stimulating the 
buying movement in these goods. Japan 
wax is a trifle easier.

beans has diminished of late, as usual 
at this season of the year, and it is 
generally assumed that all of the 1914- 
1915 crop of Mexican beans, most of 
which is still in Vera Cruz, will even- 
tually reach the New York market, 
local operators continue to hold their 
stocks of all these goods firmly at pre- 
viously mentioned figures. The 1914- 
1915 crop of Mexican beans in Vera 
Cruz are concentrated in a few strong 
hands, and it is deemed unlikely that 
they will be cffered at any concessions, 
even if the revolutionary activities near 
that center ire again extended so as to 
threaten that port once more and make 
speedy shipments of these beans to this 
market appear even more desirable 
than at present. On the other hand, it 
is generally believed that, with the ex- 
pected establishment of a stable form 
of government in Mexico, the Mexican 
exchange rat2 will be restored to a 
more nearly normal ratio and much 
higher prices will therefore have to be 
asked by the curers for the 1914-1915 
crop beans, which are proving of good 
quality. Some inquiries for early fall 
deliveries of Mexican beans are already 
being received by the local operators, 
who are still asking $2.75@3.25 for the 
whole Mexican beans of satisfactory 
conservation and good keeping quality, 
though offering some very ordinary 
quality goods as low as $2.62%. Mexi- 
can cuts continue to be quoted here at 
$2.25@2.50. Latest arrivals at the local 
port have included 118 cases from Tam- 
pico and 118 cases from Vera Cruz, 

Bourbons are in only fair supply in 
Paris and in the local market, and are 
still strongly maintained by the curers 
on the islands of production, where 
stocks have recently been greatly re- 
duced. Takings by European consum- 
ers, though necessarily curtailed by the 
war abroad, are reaching much larger 
proportions than originally expected, 
and are keeping down the stocks in 
Marseilles and Bordeaux as well as in 
Paris. Local holders are still asking 
” $2.25@3, according to brand, for their 
stocks. 

South Americans continue in scanty 
supply here and are still strongly 
maintained at $2.50@3, as to quality. 

Tahitis are firmly held by local oper- 
ators as well as by handlers on the 
Pacific Coast, in consequence of a re- 
cent material reduction of stocks here 
and in San Francisco and in the ab- 
sence of arrivals on the Pacific Coast 
from Papeete for several weeks.

ALMOND.—Artificial almond oil is 
very searce and is commanding $4.50 
whenever available.

markets, local holders have lowered 
their prices for this oil to the extent 
of 5c., and are now offering spot stocks 
at $1.10@1.15.

HEMLOCK.—In view of the scarcity 
of this oil, local importers and other 
holders have raised their prices 5c. to 
55@57 tec. 

LEMON.—Only a light demand is 
now reported for this Messina essence, 
and local importers continue to offer 
their stocks at $1.15 for most brands, 
though still asking $1.25 for one well- 
known brand. Latest arrivals at the 
local port have included 50 cases from 
Messina. Latest advices from London 
state that the quotation for good brands 
of lemon oil in that center is 5s. 

ORANGE.—A moderate demand con- 
tinues to be noted for this Messina es- 
sence and local operators are still ho]d- 
ing their stock of sweet Italian oil at 
$1.85 for most brands, while asking $2.15 
for one well-known brand. West Indian 
oil is being more firmly maintained at 
$1.70@1.75 and bitter orange oil is 
firmly held at $2@2.10. 

PETIT GRAIN.—South American oil 
has been permitted to accumulate to a 
considerable extent of late, in the ab- 
sence of more than a light demand, 
and local holders are now offering 
their stocks at $2.70@3, as to brand.

MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS, 


ALOFS.—-Curacao aloes are in very 
scanty supply and strongly maintained, 
aithough a recent arrival of 215 cases 
from the producing territory has been 
neted here. The gum in gourds is es- 
pecially scarce and is being well main- 
tained at 14@16c. In cases, this article 
is still quoted at 13@14c., but a further 
advance is considered probable within 
the near future. Other descriptions of 
aloes remain unchanged. 

ARABIC.—A report of the sinking 
in the Mediterranean of the steamship 
Colemere, an Egyptian vessel, with a 
cargo of 700 tons of this gum, includ- 
ing 4000: to 5000 bales, has been con- 
firmed by the Reporter within the week, 
and this destruction of so large a 
cargo of this gum, together with the 
recent sharp advance in the primary 
markets have found reflection in the 
stiffening views of local importers who 
are now declining to sell cleaned amber 
serts at less than 16c. while still ask- 
ing up to 18c. in some quarters. Other 
grades remain unchanged, with white 
sorts at 19@23c. Some dirty amber 
sorts are available here as low as 12c. 

CAMPHOR—An exceptionally active 
demand is noted for this gum and local 
importers continue to hold their stocks 
of the Japanese refined gum on a basis 
of 42%6c. for the 2%-pound slabs, while 
domestic refiners are still holding their 
output on a bulk basis of 43c. in barrels. 
Latest advices from London state that 
Japanese 24%-pound slabs are now being 
maintained there at 1s. 7%d., while ounce 
tablets are being quoted at 1s. 914d. 

THUS.—A growing scarcity of this 
pine tree product has induced local 
holders to raise their prices 25c. fur- 
ther to. $7.25@7.50 for each lot of 280 
pounds. 


HERBS AND LEAVES. 


HENNA.—A slackening of the buying 
movement has brought about conces- 
sions of a half cent in the prices asked 
for these leaves to 12%@13c. 

LAUREL.—A more active demand, 
such as usually begins. at this season 
of the year, is now reported for these 
leaves and local holders have raised 


their prices for their spot stocks to 
7%@7Tec. 

MARJORAM.—A_ seasonably active 
demand is noted for this herb and, as 
supplies of the French description are 
in very light supply, local holders have 
raised their prices for this variety to 
12%@13'ec. 

SAGE.—A _ noteworthy scarcity of 
true Austrian leaves is reported here, 
and local operators have raised their 
prices for these goods at 32@83c. for 
the stemless and to 30@3lc. for the 
grinding kinds. Greek sage leaves are 
being offered at 18%@19c. and Spanish 
sage is being quoted at 14@15c. An 
exceptionally active demand is reported 
for all varieties, but as the Spanish and 
Greek leaves have a rank odor they 
are not fitted for many uses for which 
the Austrian leaves alone are desired. 

STRAMONIUM.—A greatly augment- 
ed offering of these leaves has recently 
inspired concessions of:6c. to 16@20c. 

THYME.—A very active seasonable 
buying movement is reported for these 
leaves, which are being very firmly 
held: at 74@7%4c. 


ROOTS. 


BELLADONA. — Genuine  belladona 
atropa root is in very scanty supply 
and strongly held at materially higher 
prices. Several sales have’ recently 
been made at $1.75, and this figure is 
now generally asked, although a meager 
lot is occasionally offered at $1.50. 

COLOMBO.—As the demand for this 
root has fallen off of late, local holders 
have lowered their. prices a cent to 
7T@8e. 

DANDELION.—With a recent fur- 
ther depletion of spot stocks and the 
further darkening of the outlook fer 
substantial replenishment of spot 
stocks this year, local holders have ad- 
vanced their prices a half cent, to 
23@25c. 

LICORICE.—Select root in bundles 
has been marked up a cent to 13@14c. 
on a growing scarcity. Ordinary root 
is still being quoted nominally at 
12@13c. 

SARSAPARILLA.—Mexican or Tam- 
pico root is in fairly liberal supply, but 
well maintained at 13@14c. 
root is still commanding 40@45c. Lat- 
est arrivals at the local port have in- 
cluded 239 bales of the Mexican root 
from Tampico and four bales from 
Vera Cruz, 

STILLINGIA.—Some fairly free of- 
ferings of this root have weakened the 
local market slightly of late and hold- 
ers here are now quoting their stocks

There is a pronounced scarcity of 
additional offerings of caustic soda, and 
the market is firmly maintained at the 
recently established high prices. Soda 
ash is gradually hardening, although 
makers so far are naming old figures. 
The late advance in bleaching powder 
is holding and the market presents a 
firm appearance. All the acids of do- 
mestic origin are in an unusually strong 
position on account of the sold-up con- 
dition of the output. Recent buying 
orders for sulphuric acid have been 
sufficiently heavy to absorb production 
and consumers are experiencing diffi- 
culty in placing new business. Resale 
lots by jobbers are occasionally noted 
at big premiums, but there is scarcely 
a producer who can accept addi- 
tional business for nearby shipment at 
the present time. As sulphuric acid 
is the base for several other acids, the 
stringency is reflected all through the 
department and there no- 
searcity of additional offerings 
varieties. Under such con- 
ditions, prices are nominal and jobbers 
and second hands being pressed 
for requirements which in many in- 
stances they are unable to take care of. 
Under the classification of miscellane- 
ous chemicals, there have been few 
changes of importance to note. Red 
arsenic was quoted a shade by 
second hands and so was chloride of 
barium. Regarding the latter, it 
stated that sales had been made at 
$105 a ton against a previous price 
of $110. Carbon tetrachloride in drums 
was obtainable at l15c. a pound in 
drums, against a previous price of 16c.

that for the mext two years rates on ship- 
ments of cottonseed cake and meal in 
mixed or straight carloads shall not ex- 
ceed 40 cents per 100 pounds in a mini- 
mum carload of 40,000 pounds. 

The commission has also decided a case 
brought by the National Association of 
Tanners and others against the Lehigh 
Valley and other roads involving rates on 
mungrove bark, myrobalans and valonia 
from ports on the Atlantic Seaboard to 
destinations in central freight association 
territory and trunk line connections 
throughout the West. The commission 
reviews the conditions surrounding these 
shipments as well as the uses to which 
these various products are given, and 
holds that the rates that have been main- 
tained by the carriers aré@ unreasonable 
and that for a period of two years these 
rates shall not exceed the rates genera'ly 
charged by the carriers on all shipments 
of sixth class freight. It is shown by 
the commission in this decision that the 
earriers by making a change from sixth 
class to fifth class rates on myrabolans 
brought about an increase of from 15 to 


27 per cent. on these shipments. 
Requests made by the carriers in the 
Southwest for authority to waive the re- 


guirements of the fourth section of the 
interstale commerce law on shipments of 
cottonseed hull shavings from Memphis, 
Tenn., to Lawrence, Kan., such shipments 
to be at a rate not higher than the rate 
on cottonseed hulls, is granted by the 
commission with the usual limitation in 
regard to complaints, investigation and 
correction of the rates thus authorized.

Only a small volume of business is 
reported in any department of the fet 
tilizer market. as the demand con- 
tinues light and manufacturers are 
generally loath to accumulate stocks. 
No material changes have been made 
in prices, but nitrate of soda has 
manifested a much firmer undertone 
of late, despite ample spot supplies, as 
shipments are being firmly held and it 
is believed that future prices will de- 
pend to a large extent upon the cost 
of ocean freights. Sulphate of am- 
monia has become slightly weaker in 
the absence of demand, although 
stocks are light. Fish scrap is still 
showing considerable strength, despite 
the lack of an active request for it, as 
fishing operations in the North have 
continued very unsatisfactory and this 
fact has offset the small improvement 
noted in the returns from Chesapeake 
Bay. Some concessions have continued 
to be made by holders of muriate o 
potash, in the hope of stimulating the 
flagging buying movement, but no 
business of importance has resulted. 
Offerings of this fertilizer are now 
meager, and it is thought that a more 


active demand would soon bring about 
a sharp uplift of price. Cyanamid 
in slightly better demand and material

improvement has been noted of late 
in the quality of the material offered 
as well as in an increased production 
and a growing volume of sales. Some 
recent shipments of cyanamid have 
analyzed 25 per cent of ammonia. 
Phosphate rock is moving fairly free- 
ly on outstanding contracts, but little 
new business is being placed in this 
material. Acid phosphate is command- 
ing full prices and a steady upward 
revision of asking figures is reported 
from outside points. Potash salts are 
in only light request at previously- 
mentioned figures. For reports of the

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 

CYANAMID.—A_ steady undertone

It is figured that 
about one-half the entire production of 
the world is now being sold on this 25 
per cent. basis and it is presumed that 
a still larger percentage of this de- 
scription will be available within the 
neur future, as a result of the large in- 
in the German output. Syn- 
sulphate of ammonia has beén 
with successfully of 
late that an output of about 300,000 
tons a year is looked for in Germany 
and it therefore appears probable that 
Germany’s production will be swelled 
thereby to about 800,000 tons a year. 
Latest advices from London state that 
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firmness continues to characterize that 
market and that prices have already 


been raised slightly at one or two 
English -ports. The undertone, these 


advices add, is unquestionably strong, 
but there are many buyers who think 
that £15 or a little more is enough to 
pay for this material at this time of 
the year. These buyers, however, it is 
stated further, have overlooked the 
fact that the total production has been 
noticeably curtailed and that condi- 
tions are otherwise abnormal. Some 
interests in the London market are 
suid to be expecting a further advance 
in prices as the fall approaches and 
the buying to meet forward require- 
ments, which is being inspired by these 
conditions and the outlook is said to be 
assisting in reassuring holders and in 
making them disinclined to grant con- 
cessions to purchasers. There has been 
some reiuctance on the part of foreign 
buyers in London of late and there has 
also been some complaint against offi- 


cial tardiness in granting licenses to 
ship. It is understood, however, that 
the British export regulations are be- 


ing gradually modified and are likely to 


be amended still further within the 
near future. Shippers now generally 


make their applications for licenses to 
ship as individuals, but it is felt that, 
if all the leading exporters would as- 
sociate themselves in a body and make 
a general application for the benefit of 
all of their number, the government 
would probably be more _ willing to 
favor them, especially as that govern- 
ment now known to be desirous ur 
removing restrictions from exports of 
such goods as are not affected by the 
war, in view of that country’s steadily 
growing unfavorable trade balance.

and by applying them to the production 
of high-percentage super-phosphate has 


also entered into negotiations of late 
with the Sergieff factory, another ex- 
plosives concern, near the town of 
Samara, on the Volga River, for the 
purpose of organizing a similar “sec- 
tion” for the manufacture of super- 
phosphate. It is also planned by the 


Russian Land Department, according to 
these reports, to obtain the co-operation 
of the Samara government Zemstvo 
and, although the results of this action 
have not yet been made public, it is 
expected that they will soon be known 
and high hopes are being entertained 
throughout Russian chemical circles as 
to the outcome of this enterprise. 


PHOSPHATE ROCK.—No new fea- 
tures have developed in this market. 
Domestic consumers are still taking

FISH SCRAP teports 
fishing in the lower Chesapeake Bay continue 
to be somewhat more encouraging than they

Saturday Noon, Aug. 21, 1915, 


The interval has occasioned a slightly 
easier feeling in aniline oil and prices 
were lower at the close. Aniline salts 
are firm on spot with former prices 
fully maintained by leading sellers. 
Cutch is scarce on spot and the tone 
of the market is firm. Demand for 
gambier remains active and the re- 
cent advance has been firmly sus- 
tained. Prussiate of soda has been 
offered on spot at prices a shade 
under those noted in our previous re- 
port. Red prussiate of potash is very 
scarce On spot and prices have entered 
new high territory. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is unchanged. Second hands 
have shaded former prices on zine 
dust. The spot market for bichromato 
of soda is firm and dealers are ex- 
periencing little difficulty in securing 
full prices for offerings. Contracts 
covering requirements over 1916 have 
been offered at 7¥%c. a pound. An ac- 
tive consuming inquiry is reported for 
acetate of soda and the market is 
reported firm at 4%c., which is an ad- 
vance of 4c. a pound over the previous 
selling figure. Below is a detailed mar- 
ket report of several important items 
used in the dyestuff trade. 

ALBUMEN. — Importations of 555 
cases of albumen from Shanghai are 
noted. Dealers seem to be in a better 
position to satisfy contract require- 
ments and a fair movement is said to 
be in progress. The market is steady 


with 55@60c. per pound quoted by 
sellers. Offerings of foreign blood 
albumen continue scarce and prices 
are nominal. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Dis- 


tributors’ views are a trifle easier on 
spot for oil but there is a pronounced 
searcity of salts and some dealers 
have advanced quotations. Offers of 
domestic aniline oil were reported at 
1.30c. per pound. Aniline salts are 
quoted at 1.35c. to 1.50c. a pound, ac- 
cording to seller. 

BICHROMATES.—Prompt shipments 
of bichromate of soda continue firm 
and there is no pressure of offerings 
noted. Makers are busy with resting 
contract orders and the movement is 
sufficiently heavy to absorb produc- 
tion. Prompt shipments are quoted at 
12c. a pound. August-September deliv- 
eries at 13c. and October-November-De- 
cember deliveries at llc. Contract de- 
liveries over 1916 are offered at 7%c. a 
pound in some quarters, and it is un- 
derstood that business has been placed 
at this figure. Other manufacturers 
are quoting 1916 deliveries at 7%@8\c. 
Bichromate of potash is not prompting 
unusual interest at present, although 
dealers are maintaining former figures 
at 214%4.@22%c. a pound. 

CUTCH. — Restricted importations 
from abroad and limited local offerings 
have placed this market in a rather 
nominal position. Cutch in bales is 
quoted 10@12c. a pound, and in boxes 


12@15¢e. Trading is of very limited 
character. 
DEXTRINE. — Distributors have 


maintained former views for the dif- 
ferent grades of dextrine. Demand is 
reported fair and sales are well up to 
seasonable expectations. The schedule 
of prices is as follows:—Dextrine, 
$3.20 in bags, $3.31 in barrels; special 
dark canary dextrine, $3.30 in bags, 
$3.41 in barrels; British gum, $3.45 in 
bags, $3.56 in barrels; amidex, $3.45 in 
bags. These prices are per 100 pounds 
in carload lots f. o. b. New York. 

GAMBIER.—Among the week's ar- 
rivals were 684 cases from Singapore. 
The market is holding firm under the 
improving extent of consuming de- 
mand. While it is intimated that 12@ 
124%c. a pound might possibly be ac- 
cepted, the general quotation is firm 
at 13c. 

MYRABOLANS.—Sales of the better 
grades are reported at $34 a ton. The 
general range is from $30 to $35 a ton, 
according to grade. Advices from In- 
dia state that the market is quiet and 
demand has somewhat _ slackened. 
Prices are a turn easier. As is usual 
during the rains, the nuts have become 
brown and dark. Demand rates are 
Rs. 1-6@Rs. 2 per B. md., weight, 
loose, according to quality for near and 
early deliveries. Business passing is 
small. Local and country demand is 
limited. This article is mostly used 
for tanning. An arrival at New York 
from Calcutta during the interval 
amounted to 10.752 pockets. 

PRUSSIATES.—There were sellers 
of prussiate of soda at 41c. a pound. 
Offerings of all grades are very scarce. 
Yellow potash is held at 85@95c. a 
pound. Supplies of red prussiate of 
potash are nearly exhausted and sell- 
ers are asking $2 a pound. ; 

QUEBRACHO.—This item is merit- 
ing active interest at the present time 
and a satisfactory volume of sales is 
reported. The tone of the market is 
firm. Present quotations are 10@12c. 


for solid, 6@7c. for 51 degrees and 5@ 
6c. for 42 degrees. 


STARCH.—Sales for home and ex- 
port have been sufficiently heavy to 
warrant the maintenance of former 
prices and the tone of the general 
market is reported firm. Prices are:—

barrels; Buffalo pearl starch, $2.48 in 
bags, $2.58 in barrels; powdered starch,

ZINC DUST.—Dealers were able to 
shade firmer prices during the inter- 
val and sales on spot were reported 
at 38c. a pound. The closing quota- 
tion was 38@40c., according to dealer.

Netherlands Linseed Oil and Cake 
Trade. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

. Washington, Aug. 20, 1915. 
A review of the changes in the trade of 
the Netherlands in linseed, and the. oil 
and cake thereof, has been received at 
the Commerce Department from Commer- 
cial Attache Thompson at The Hague. 
rhe particular features of this trade are 
embraced in the first quarter of the pres- 


ent year, wherein it is shown that the 
normal consumption of linseed in the 
Netherlands, about 150,000 tons, fell to an 


importation of 80,000 tons during the first 
quarter, and the exports were 20,000 tons. 
Of linseed cake the imports were 76,000 
tons and the quantity manufactured in 
the Netherlands was 42,000 fons. Of lin- 
seed oil 29,000 tons were imported and 
nearly 18,000 tons were produced, 8,000 tons 
being exported. Of the cake imported into 


the Netherlands, about 39,000 tons came 
from the United States and 18,000 tons 
from Germany.
